This 
control, in Mr. Roosevelt’s judgment, 
should be “ exercised more cautiously 
and in different fashion than the con­ 
trol by the people over the legislator 
and the 
executive, but 
the 
control 
must be there.” 
Control of 
judges, Mr. 
Roosevelt 
said, was but half— although by far 
the more important part— of a pro­ 
gram which should be carried out for 
proper conservation of manhood, wo­ 
manhood 
and childhood. 
The 
first 
half of the program, he said, consist­ 
ed in placing upon the statute books 
of nation and 
states legislation to 
remedy existing defects. 
Mr. Roosevelt advocated enactment 
by congress of the bill providing for a 
bureau to be known as the children’s 
bureau and to gather, classify and 
distribute accurate information on all 
subjects relating to the welfare of 
children. 
He urged working women 
to organize as working men now are 
organized.

New York, Oct. 2t.— The judiciary 
of the United States must be brought 
within the control and an sw eiatle to 
the well thought out judgment of the 
people, in the opinion of Theodore 
Roosevelt, who spoke on 
“The Con­ 
servation of Womanhood and Child­ 
hood” before the Civic Forum. 
This 
control, in Mr. Roosevelt’s judgment, 
should be "exercised more cautiously 
and in different fashion than the con­ 
trol by the people over the legislator 
and the 
executive, but 
the 
control 
must be there.” 
Control of 
judges. Mr. 
Roosevelt 
said, was but half— although by far 
the more Important part— of a pro­ 
gram which should be carried out for 
proper conservation of manhood, wo­ 
manhood 
and childhood. 
The 
first 
half of the program, he said, consist­ 
ed in placing upon the statute books 
of nation and 
states legislation 
to 
remedy existing defects. 
Mr. Roosevelt advocated enactm ent 
tv congress of the bill providing for a 
bureau to be known as the children’s 
bureau and to gather, classify and 
distribute accurate information on all 
subjects relating to the welfare of 
children. 
He urged working women 
to organize as working men now are 
organized.

have merely temporarily parted and 
not one which they have permanently 
alienated.”
